DEDICATED TO 
DR. FREDERICK D. HALL 

The 1972 issue of The Le Diable Bleu is dedicated to Dr. Frederick D. Hall, one who has rendered 
tireless service sincere dedication and love to the Dillard Family. 

Dr. Hall has not only made significant contributions in the world of music and is considered one of 
the nation’s most outstanding musicians; but his capacity for understanding the multiplicity of today’s 
youth is impeccable. 

Frederick Douglass Hall began his teaching career immediately after his graduation from college, 
but his consistency in pursuing everything that had to do with music and education continued. He 
earned the bachelor of arts degree from Morehouse College, the teachers diploma from Chicago Musi- 
cal College, the bachelor of music degree in piano, composition, canon and fugue from the same insti- 
tution, the master of arts degree in music education from Teachers College, Columbia University, the 
professional music supervisor’s diploma from the same institution. This study was done on a fellow- 
ship granted from the Julius Rosenwald Fund. For a 2-year period he did residence work in composi- 
tion, voice and conducting at the Royal College of Music. Concurrently he traveled in England, Scot- 
land, and Wales in research in music education and folk music. The general education board grant 
was augmented by a stipend from the Phelps Stokes Fund for research in West Africa where for six 
months he traced the relationship between the American Negro spiritual and the music of native West 
Africa. In preparation for in London University’s school of Oriental Studies. In recognition of his 
findings in connection with the African research Dr. Hall was elected a fellow of the Royal Anthro- 
pological Institution. His degree, doctor of education, was earned at Teachers College, Columbia Uni- 
versity in 1952. At the completion of his final oral examination Dr. James Mursell, director of the de- 
partment of music stated "The faculty by unanimous vote declared Mr. Hall to be the most outstand- 
ing doctoral candidate in music for the year.” 

Frederick Hall’s compositions are numerous, and they are played and sung in all parts of the world. 
Among his works are included an oratorio, a suite for piano, a fantansia upon Negro spirituals, six vol- 
umes of spirituals for vocal ensembles, a volume of Afro-American religious work songs, and a volume 
of African Children’s songs. He serves on many national committees and is a member of the Council 
of the National Fellowship of Education of the Methodist Church. In this connection he conducts 
workshops and institutes on church music in many parts of the country. 

It has been said of Dr. Hall that he is one of the most versatile musicians that his generation has 
produced. He has the unique capacity of making a group of untrained singers into an organ-like unit 
of tonal beauty. 

Achievement, eminence and modesty are the key words in relation to this great man. Dr. Hall, we 
of the Dillard University family, wishing you continued success and happiness, salute you!

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PRESIDENTIAL MESSAGE 



Love 



In Plato’s Dialogue, The Symposium , Socrates and the 
other participants discussed the subject of love and par- 
ticularly the relationship between knowledge, the human 
condition and love. It was in this discussion that philoso- 
phy was defined as "love of wisdom" and love was de- 
fined as that relationship which elevates and enhances 
the life of man through the unity of knowledge and 
being. One of the symposium participants, Aristophanes, 
described the human condition as being a separation of 
parts as a result of natural cataclysmic circumstances 
and love as the driving force which seeks the restoration 
of parts to wholeness. It were as though humans were 
initially like complete spheres which were sliced in 
halves and scattered by Zeus. From that time, one after 
another half has sought its matching half. Love, then, is 
self-perfection through finding one s completeness and 
harmony with others. 




The instrumentalities of learning should be used to 
bring one into perfect union with others on the highest 
plane of mutual beneficence and mutual elevation. Love, 
then, is the enjoyment of that highest order of life. 

Its meaning among scholars should be protected and 
guarded against the degrading uses and the dehumaniz- 
ing characterizations which blind so many people to the 
truer and more profound relationship which love bears 
to life and to our existence as human beings. The first 
requisite of love is genuine personal honesty and integri- 
ty. If one cannot be true to himself, he will not be true to 
others. 

If a student is to love and be loved, he or she must 
help to restore respect for life itself and commit himself 
or herself to the preservation and extension of the bene- 
fits of life, in spite of the disregard for life and the 
proneness to violence in our society. He or she must 
groom and sustain himself or herself in the will not 
merely to know, but to use knowledge for good purposes. 
A student must know that while lack of education is not 
an automatic badge of bad life quality, having an educa- 
tion also is not an automatic badge of goodness and good 
life. 



Nowhere is the relationship between knowledge and 
love more profoundly and simply expressed than in the 
enduring passages of St. Paul in his letter to the Corin- 
thians where he said: 

And if I have the gift of prophecy and know all mys- 
teries and all knowledge; and if I have all faith, so as 
to remove mountain's, but have not love, I am nothing. 

For we know in part and we prophesy in part; but 
when that which is perfect is come, that which is part 
shall be done away. 

Man finds himself, his destiny, his meaning, his real- 
ity in the degree that he unifies and elevates himself and 
mankind through love. Knowledge is only the intellectu- 
al handmaiden which should always serve this final end.

Love, the mystical, transcendental core of man s constant desires and aspirations should be the most identifiable 
of all elements of human experience. Yet, the very nature of Love makes this potential impossible to realize. 

In his Thoughts and Meditations, Kahili Gibran gives a beautiful illustration of the lack of universality of the 
love concept. Gibran sets the scene as that of an interrogation by him of passersby at the temple door. Each was 
queried regarding the merits and mysteries of Love. An old man, emaciated and of melancholy mien considered 
Love a natural weakness bestowed upon us by the first man. 

But, a virile youth felt that Love joins our present with the past and future. A woman with a tragic face sighed out 
that Love is a deadly poison spewed by black vipers crawling from the caves of hell. Because it seems fresh as dew, 
the thirsty souls drink it eagerly, only to sicken and die a slow death after the first intoxication. 

Then came a beautiful, rosy-cheeked damsel who smilingly said that love is wine served by the brides of dawn. 
Love strengthens strong souls and enables them to ascend to the stars. 
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The next to be questioned was a frowning, black-robed, bearded man. He replied that Love is the blind ignorance 
with which youth begins and ends. 

Still another, smiling, declared love to be divine knowledge that enables men to see as much as the gods. 

Then a blind man, feeling his way with a cane, said that Love is a blinding mist that keeps the soul from discern- 
ing the secret of existence, so that the heart sees only trembling phantoms of desire among the hills, and hears only 
echoes of cries from voiceless valleys. 

Dragging his feet like two rags, a feeble ancient said in quavering voice that Love is the rest of the body in the 
quiet of the grave, the tranquility of the soul in the depth of Eternity. 

It remained for a laughing, five-year-old child to express the concept that Love is one’s father and mother, and no 
one knows Love save they. And so, all who passed spoke of Love as the image of their hopes and frustrations, leaving 
it a mystery as before. 

The analogy between Gibran’s philosophical tale and that of "The Blindmen and the Elephant’’ comes quickly to 
mind. For, where Love is concerned, we are all truly blinded by selfish motives, whether or not under the guise of al- 
truism or universal brotherhood we fail to so recognize them. Our generation is high on the Love kick. Love as con- 
ceived by us would be a perpetual anaesthesia for the ills of the world. Love is the name given to our strivings after 
better hopes, the pure, the beautiful, the bright, the right, the truth. To us the epigram of Baroness Bertha von Sutt- 
ner, 

After the verb "To Love.’’ "To help’’ is the most beautiful verb in the world. It is to be hoped that the quest for 
LOVE and its attendant PEACE become universal — a monument to the activism of this generation of concerned 
students and others.
